‘Tho decreaso under the head “On expiry of sentence” is dueto the smaller 
number of convicts ing through the jails, The ratio per cent. of prisoners 
Milenged. on. appeal has risen from 5°18 in. 1803 and 5°52 in 1804 to 6°72 in 
TEGo. The percentage was very high in Shahabad (10:05), Noakhali (11°07), 
Darbhanga (11-11); and Burdwan (14°12), while it reached’ 18°25 in Faridpur. 
The number of prisoners transported from the Bengal jails fell from 127 in 
1894, to. 85. ‘There were only 11 death sentences carried out, the smallest, 
caumber on record since 1871. 

5. Classification of convicts —At the close of 1894 there were 340 Burman 
convicts confined» in the jails of Bengal,,and 332 remained on the 31st December

The table shows that more than one-third of all the prisoners admitted 
romain in jail for one month or less, whilo 56 per cent., or more than one-half, 
remain for three months or less. One hundred and eighty convicts were sen 
tenced to rigorous imprisonment with solitary confinement, as compared with 155 
and 180 in 1894 and 1803, respectively. ‘The mumbers of sentencesof simple 
and rigorous imprisonment were 2,287 and 30,959, respectively, against 2,647 
and 33,531 in 1894, = 


6. Re-convictons,—With a decrease in the total number of admissions, the 
number of re-convictions fell from 4,086 in 1894 to 3,843, The ratio per cent. of 
re-convictions, lowever, rose slightly, from 11-29 to 11:55. Further testimony 
is borne to the successful development of the Bertillon systom of anthropometry, 
by the fact that the re-conviction of 207 old offenders was directly facilitated by 
this means, against 143 thus detected itt the previous year. The adoption of 
this method of identification would appear to be already exercising some 
deterrent effect upon habitual offenders. 


7. The number of persons sentenced to imprisonment for bad livelihood 
was 2,120 against 1,723 in 1804, ‘The wumborat judicial whippings fell 
zoe 2,841 in 1894 to 1,930, of which more than 78 per cent. were in cases of 
theft. 


8. Under-trial prisoners.—The total number of under-tria] prisoners ad- 
mitted during the year was 31,211, as is ea with $1,507 in 1894 and 
32,307 in 1893. Of the total number admitted cind those remaining in 
jail on the first day of the year, 15,260, or 47-28 per cent., were convicted, and 
13,639, or 42°26 per cent., released, as compared with 50-92 per cent. convicted 
and 38°65 per cent. released in 1894, The numbor of deaths among under-trial 
prisoners decreased from 61 to 45. Five under-trial prisoners escaped durit 
tho year. of whom 8 were recaptured, The warders at fault wore in oe 
case suitably punished. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe that the 
average detention of these pees increased both before the Sessions and in 
the erial Courts.

In all these districts excessive delays must have occurred in disposing of 
mays Detontion was shortest in Darjeeling (3-64), Khulna (5°32), Patna 
627), and Gaya (6:27), while in eight other districts it was under ten days. 
e attention of District Officers is again drawn to this matter, and Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie trusts that every endeavour will be made to prevent cases 
from being unnecessarily protracted. 

9. Civil and State prisoners.—Sixty-four civil prisoners remained in 
confinement at the close of 1804, and 785 were admitted during the year. 
Of this total, 4 were transferred, 2 dicd and 782 were released, leaving 
61 confined on the 31st December 1895. Of the two Lushai Chiefs confined in 
the Hazaribagh Central Jail, Mtieigala ‘was released on the 8th April 1895, and 
forwarded under escort to the North Lushai Hills, and Dokola was transferred to 
the Chittagong Jail, whence he was forwarded to Lungleh, to be subsequently 
released from custody. Three State prisoners transferred from the Madras 
Presidency were admitted into Bengal Jhils during the year, and they are all 
reportetl to be doing well. 

10. Jail Buildiags,—The total expenditure upon major and minor works 
and repairs in the contra, district, and subsidiary jails during the ealendar year 
1894 ‘was Rs, 1,23,086. The most important projects under the head of 
Major Works undertaken during the year were the construction of additional 
wards in the Bhagalpur, Buxar, and Hazaribagh Contral Jails and the Jessore 
District Jail; the provision of a filtered waten-supply for the Buxar and Midnapore 
Central Jails and the Monghyr District Jail ; the construction of an intermediate 
jail at Halursingha in Angul, and tho enlargement of the Bettiah and Howrah 

ubsidiary Jails. Under the head of Minor Works a large number of improve- 
ments, chiefly of a sanitary nature, or for the provison of a better water-supply, 
‘were carried out in most of the jails. Some further improvements have been 
made in the type plans of cubicles, and the new wards under construction at 
Bhagalpur, Jessore and Hazaribagh are being fitted with thom. ‘The plan of 
cubicle prepared for the Bhagalpix Jail has been approved by the Government 
of India as the best hitherto submitted. 

11. Guards,--‘The numerical strength of the warder-guard of the province 
was raised from 1,43 to 1,664 during the year, in consequence of the conversion, 
to the end of 1894, of the Hazaribagh District Jail into. a second-class 
central jail. ‘The Inspestor-Genoral reports, that the system by which the 
Grider guards of district jails aro recruited and supplied by’ the contral 
jail of ie este has not proved an unqualified snecoss. ‘he general complaint

and were frequently acquaifited personally with many of the prisoners under their 
charge, For the Buxar Central Jail, as the Inspector-General has remarked, the 
system is not welladapted, ‘This jail, owing to its isolated position, requires the 
presence of a well-disciplined and fully-trained staff of warders, which cannot 
with safety be constantly weakened by the transfer of men to district jails. The 
Government has already recognised that the difficulty of securing good men for 
the warder guards wns chiefly due to the question of pay and position, and in 
the Resolution recorded last year, the Inspector-General was invited to submit 
definite proposals under this head. On his recommendation, accordingly, the 
grant of a local allowance of per mensem to the head-warders and warders 
of all the jails and subsidiary jails in the Orissa Division was sanctioned in the 
past + fared and warders of the Jail Department have also. been allowed their 
actual travelling expenses on joining their first appointment. Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie will give full consideration to any further representation which the 
Inspector-Generul wishes to put forward in this matter. 

In order to give effect to the instructions of the Government of India 
conveyed in their Resolution No. 1° of the 9th November 1892, and the 
recommendation of the Jail Committee of 1888-89, sanction was accorded in 
this Government letter No. 2299P.—Jails, dated the Sth August 1895, to the 
employment of female warders in 15 of the jails of the Province. It is 
reported that so far suitable candidates have been obtained in nine jails only, 

‘The number of criminal offences committed by warders was 87 as compared 
ith 54 in the preceding year, while departmental offences were considerably 
fewer. The Inspector-General reports that the recent Prisons Act has tended 
to increase the unpopularity of tne warder service. Insubordination of a 
more or less organised character oceurred in the Presidency, Chittagong, and 
Darbhanga Jails, and in the case of the last-mentioned jail strong measures had 
to be adopted to suppress it. 

12. Escapes.—The number of escapes among convicts was 23 against 21 in 
1804, Of these, 3 wore from central jails, 9 from district and intermediate jails, 
and 11 from subsidiary jails. ‘Twelve of the escapes were effected from inside 
the-jaila and I,dro’ outside. -Baitableypunisumign(s appear to. havo deen 
inflicted upon the warders and other officers at fault. Sixteen of the 23 convicts 
were re-captured, as well as three who had escaped in previous years, 

13. Prison discipline.—'The following table shows the nature of offences 
committed by convicts during 1895, as compared with 1894:— 
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it will be seen that there has been a decrease under all heads, this being, 
however, to some extent due to the smaller daily average population. Exclu. 
sive of warnings, the total number of punishments inflicted during the year 
was 28,581, as compared with 29,983 in 1894, and 33,206 in 1893. “The 
ame at warnings “a a es 1894 to 9,712.

“The nyator punished fell from 
1,734 to 1,620, ‘Tho Inspector-Genenal hae Teported very favourably upon the 
working of the mark system during the year, and quotes the remarks of the 
Superintendent of the Buxar Central Jail to show how keenly the extra 
marks are sought after by the prisoners. The Goverament of India in their 
Resolution in the Home ‘partment, dated the 9th November 1892, drew

‘Preceding year, while the prices of meat and fish rose considerably, 
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"The first four jails have preserved the same position and order as last year 
Of the 47 jails, 31 show an increase in the average cost of diet, and i a 
Georease, From the explanations given bythe Inspector-General it a 

that the increased cost in the majority of the jails is largely due to more 
liberal supply of nutritious food, and the decrouso elsewhere to the purchase of 
articles at cheaper rates. Tho Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that, good 
and timely arrangements for the storage of grain were made by the Superinten- 
dents of several jails, especially at Comilla, Pabna, and Jalpaiguri, and at the 
Alipore-and Buxar Central Jails. The total value of vegetables and other 
products obtained from jail gardens and dairies was Rs. 1,08,147, as compared 
with Rs, 1,09,271 in 1804. Of this sum, Rs, 45,299 represents the value of 
vegetables grown, and Rs. 85,365 the value of milk supplied from the several

18. Establishment.—The total expenditure on establishment in each of the 
ts. past five years is shown in the margin. ‘The 
3 SEE chief increase in 1895 was under the et “Warder 
- £88283 Staff,” owing to the payment af the local allowance 
1894 4.11498 sanctioned for the warders in the Orissa Division, 
1896 412,269 and to the entertainment of additional warders to 

supervise prisoners employed on extra-mural work and jail buildings. 

19. In the following table tho average cost por prisoner in each jail, 
calculated on the expenditure under the three controllable heads of Diet, hes 
pital charges and Clothing, and the death-rate per mille of all admissions, are 
shown, together with the average cost per prisoner and the death-rate for all 
tho jails collectively. It will be seen that there is no relation whatever between 
the Heath-rate and the average expenditure. Of the 82 jails in which the cost 
was below. the general average for all the jails, 14 had a mortality above the 
general average death-rate, and 18 below it; and of the 15 jails'in_ which ‘the cost 
was above the general average, 7 had a death-rate above, and 8 below the 
general average :— ¥ 
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20. Bmp of prisoners, and mannfactures.—The avera 
number of ters under sentence of eee on working days sit 1a 
against 15,900 of the preceding year. The uvorage number sick and con’ 
valescent or infirm fell trom 2,186 to 2,034, and the number on unemunerativs 
labour from 1,131 to 1,013. “The average number employed on manufactures 
fell from 5,860 in 1894 to 6,744, but tho proportion of eonvicts thus employed 
to the total number sentenced to labour rose from 36°85 per cent. to 87-41 per 
cent, The decrease in numbers in all these cases is due mainly to the redue- 
tion in. ‘the average daily population of tho jails. ‘The profits rose from 
Re. 8,99,513 to Rs. 4,16,810, or Rs. 27 per hhoad sentenced to labour, as 
compared with Rs. 25 per head in the provious year.

In the Alipore Jail the profit amounted to Rs. 83,479, as compared 
with Rs, 69,759 in 1894, while tho value of articles supplied to other depart- 
ments rose from Rs. 1,30,751 to Rs, 1,55,836. In the Presidency Jail the 
net profits fell from Rs. 1,34,004 to Rs. 1,04,469 owing to the reduction in the 
populatior! and an increase in the numbér ‘of prisoners placed on light work 
under the orders of the Medical Officer, A profit of Rs. 83,817 was earned 
by the Buxar Central Jail, against Rs. 55,493 in 1894, while the value 
of supplies to other departments rose from Rs. 1,93,126 to Rs. 217,758 owi 
toa lange increase in the outium of tents for the Ordnance and. “Telegrap 

partments. During the year 1,359 tents of all descriptions were issued, 
as compared with 719 in 1894, and 672 in 1893. Tho Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor has read with pleasure the commendation bestowed by the Inspector- 
General upon the Superintendent of the Jail, Mr. M. 8. Emerson, and the 
Deputy Suporintendent, Mr. G. A. Davis, to whose management is du the 
result that the operations of the year have been the most successful on record. 
The Bhagalpur Central Jail produced a larger outturn from the woollen factory 
in spite of a decrease in the number of hands employed, a large number of 
followers’ blankets having been supplied to the Commissariat Department for 
the Chitral Expedition. The manufactories at the Midnapore and Hazaribagh 
jails were also worked at an increased profit, . In the Dacca Jail the net profit, 
amounting to Rs. 11,371, was mostly earned in the last three quarters of the 
ear, when the manufactire of chaukidari uniforms for the eastern districts was 
introduced, and was rapidly developed owing to the interest and personal 
exertion shown by the Superintendent, Mr. Beadon, : 
fem In the district jails the profits earned rose from Rs. 68,710 in 1894 to 
Bag 850, the average cash earnings per prisoner being largest in the Darjeeling” 
Jail. 


22. Quinine and its distribution.—The rapid development of this industry — 
the filling and distribution of pice packets of quinine—which was only started 
in December 1892, will be seen from the subjoined table, which compares the 
monthly sales of the pice packets during each month of the past three years:—

in the Resolution on last year’s Report. Two thousand five huni and 
nine post-offices were supplied with quinine, as against 2,321 in the preceding 
year, and 6,801 parcels of powders, to the value of Rs. 9,128, wore supplied to 
officers in other Proeinconr ‘The success of the undertaking, however, been 
s0 great, and thedemand for quinine has increased with such unforesoen rapidity, 
that the producing power of the Mangpoh Factory could not keep pace with it, and 
it has been necessary to limit the sale to post-offices in Bengal and Assam, and 
to discontinue the supply to other Provinces. 5 

23. Subsidiary vails—The revision of the Subsidiary Jail Code, neces- 
sitated by the changes in the law, has been nearly completed, The Dum-Dum 
Subsidiary Jail has been abolished since the close of the year on the representa- 
tion of the District Magistrate and Divisional Commissioner, it being found 
unnecessary to maintain a separate jail there. Of the 85 Subsidiary Jails, 
nine are reported not to haye been visited the prescribed number of times. This 
matter will be separately dealt with, ‘The total expenditure on subsidiary jail 
buildings during the year was Rs. 13,184, against Rs. 7,082 in 1804. The 
number of convicts ‘admitted direct show a steady falling off since 1892, the 
figures being 17,385 in 1892, 16,843 in 1803, 16,180 in 1804, and 15,072 in 
1895. Eighteon convicts, or 55°2 per mille of daily average population, died 
during the year. The total number of under-trial prisoners admitted during 
the yoar was 13,782, and the average detention of such prisoners, 12°61 days, as 
compared with 11-41 days in 1894, the highest average in this respect being 
shown. by Rajmahal (20:39) and Sasaram (2006). Tho number, of civil 
prisoners confined rose from 12 to 19, Of11 convicts who mahaged to 
escape, 8 were recaptured ; and of 4 under-trial prisoners who broke out, 2 
were caught. The Inspector-General has. submitted a statement drawn 
up in the form recently prescibed the Government of India, show- 
ing the expenditure on’ subsidiary jails, from which it appears that the, 
average cost per prisoner in these jails was, exclusive of the outlay on new build- 
ings, additions, alterations and repairs, Rs, 128-6-9, as compared with Rs. 
71-13-11 in the case of district and central jails. 

24, Accommodation and food.—The central, district and intermediate jails 
were capable of accommodating 17,423 convicts, 1,128 under-trial prisoners, and 
837 civil prisoners onthe 31st December 1896. ‘The only jails in which the aver- 
age number of convicts exceeded the ordinary sanctioned sleeping accommoda- 
tion were Barisal and Mymensingh; and in these cases the excess prisoners 
slopt in work-sheds specially prepared for them, ‘This shows’ great 
improvement on former years, when attention was not so constantly given, 
as at present, to. the transfer of. prisoners whenever ® jail’ is, or is Tikely 
to. be, over crowded. In a few ‘jails the number of under-trial prisoners 
at times. exceeded the available accommodation. Suéh. coses are unavoidable, 
owing to the occasional influx of an exceptionally large number of prisoners. 
The important subject of dieting of prisoners has received particular atten- 
tion during the past year, and no pains have been spared by the medical” 
officers to vary diet or substitute more nutritious food, whenever necessary, a8 
appears from the statement showing scales and changes of diet appended 
to the Report. Surgeon-Captain W. J. Buchanan, Superintendent of the. 
Bhagalpur Central Jail, published a valuable and. detailed report, dealing with 
the nutritive values of the various diets in force in the jails of Bengal. Dr. 
Comins quotes the caleulations made by Surgeon-Major is to show how 
favourably the ordinary diet scales at present in use in this Province compare 
with the scale adopted'in the English prisons. The statisties furnished as to 
the condition of convicts when discharged demonstrate the good results that 
have been obtained. In the past year, 55°8 per cent. of convicts gained in 
weight, 275 per cent. maintained their weight, and only 16:7 per cent. lost 
woight, against 54°5, 26 and 19°5 per cent., ively, in 1894. ‘ Thero 
cannot, I think,” Dr. Comins observes, “be anything very wrong with either 
the quantity or quality of the food which produces these results. ‘The avoidance

The report speaks very favourably of Mr. Larymore’s cooking range, bi 
which more efficient and perfect cooking is attainable, and also states they th, 
growing of more nutritious and antiscorbutic vegetables has been carried out 
with good result. 


25. Water-supply.—Dr. Comins has submitted interesting remarks on this 
subject. Since 1889 orders have been in force for boiling the drinking water 
mpplied to all prisoners in Bongal jails: previously this had only. bec insisted 
on during seasons when cholera was prevalent. Ta 1891 a boiler was invented. 
by Mr. Larymore, in which the water can be kept at boiling point as long as 
desired, boiling being announced by a steam whistle, ‘This type of boiler was 
recognised as an improvement in efficiency, simplicity and economy, and it 
has since been introduced into most of the jails of this Province, as well as 
into several jails of other Provinces. ‘In’ filtration,” Dr. Comins remarks, 
“we have a supplementary means of purification available in all jails, but our 
main trust must be placed’in boiling.” 

In accordance with the orders of this Government, installations of 
the Pasteur-Chamberland filters were ordered for the Motihari and Dumka 
Jails; but there has been delay in their supply from England. Expenditure 
has been sanctioned for supplying these filters’ to seven other jails, selected 
with regard to the health ‘returns, during the year 1896-97. Circular 
instructions were also issued during the year, drawing attention to the 
advantages of the system of disinfection by quick limo, alum and perman- 
ganate of potassium, as advocated by Mr. E, H. Hankin, Bactoriologist to 
the Government of the North-Western’ Provinces. Chemical analyses of jail 
water were carried out in a systematic manner by Surgeon-Captain J. F. 
Evans, Chemical Examiner to Government; and, with a view to enabling Medical 
Officers themsclves to compare readily’ the relative purity of water from 
different sources, permission was accorded to the purchase by each jail of the 
simple apparatus and instructions for the numerical estimate of microbes 

resent in water prepared by Mr. Hankin for tho use of municipalities, and for 

supply of Agar Agar tubes from the Agra laboratory. Among the more 
important projects for the improvement of water-supply undertaken during 
the year were a scheme for the supply and distribution of filtered water drawn 
from the Ganges in the Buxar Central Jail, and a similar scheme for the 
Monghyr Jail. At Rampur Boalia pipes were laid down to connect the jail 
with the river, which has receded, 


26. Other matters affecting the conditions of jail tife—During the year rules 
were framed and sanctioned for the supply of clothing and bedding to 
_ subsidiary jails and to prisoners on transfer, in view of the exposure which 
they undergo, and the system of increasing the supply for old and sickly 
isoners previously introduced has been freely resorted to. Dr. Buchanan 
fos during the year prepared a table, based’ upon the statistics of 20,000 
risoners, showing what should be the approximate weight of prisoners of 
ifferont heights, which will be of use to Superintendents in enabling them 
to decide on the state of health of prisoners on admission, the quality and 
quantity of food thoy should receive, and tho amount of work they should 
‘be called upon to perform. Special attention has been directed to the ‘segrega- 
tion of new arrivals in jail, where this hasbeen practicable. At Bbtielaas

tuating the returns of mortality are from year to year, and even from decade to 
~ decade, but it discloses 4 marked improvement during the last period of ton 
te viz!, 1886 to 1895, which shows an average death-rate of 37-3 as com- 
Z with 62°2 during the preceding decade. The year 1894 was one of 
the most unhealthy known, and the death-rate in the jails for that year 
congoquently rose to a high figure; still it only reached 471 per mille, 
against an average of 65:5 per mille during the previous 50 years; while the 
death-rate per mille in tho past year did not excoed the very low figure of 27-3, 
This remarkable result appears to be partly attributable to the better health 
of many districts of the Province; but the Inspector-General instances many 
districts in which the health of the local jail remained good, while much sick- 
ness prevailed among the population outside. ‘The figures given in Statement 
XIV of the report, showing a lower death-rate for convicts in the central and 
district jails than for the convicts of the subsidiary jails and the undertrial

‘The jails which suffered most in 
this respect were Alipore with 147 admissions and 6 doaths, and Dacca’ with 
142 admissions and 8 deaths. There were altogether four cases of small-pox, 
two at the Presidency Jail, one at Alipore, and one at Howrah, all in or about 
CGalonita,-whare the disease eproed wit virulence extiung: the tres povulaliig 


The number of admissions from cholera decreased from 110 cases in 
1894 to 47 cases in 1895, and the number of deaths fell from 65 to 26, The 
only serious outbreak of this disease during the yenr occurred in the Dinajpur 
Jail, where 15 prisoners were attacked, of whom’ 13 died. The origin of this 
outbreak was traced to an under-trial prisoner who had been admitted two 
days previously from a village in which cholera was prevalent. When the 
mec and third cases took place, the prisoners were moved into camp, and 
inoculation on Professor Haffkine’s system was performed by a trained assistant 
despatched by the Health Officer of Calcutta for the purpose. The outbreak, 
however, had practically ceased before inoculation could be effected, and the 
preventive effect of the treatment cannot, therefore, be estimated. It becca 
that in this instance circular instructions, previously issued, directing that in 
a case of cholera or suspicious diarrhea the patient should not be taken to 
pospital, but removed outside the jail, were not observed, These instructions 

we now been incorporated in the ‘revised edition of the Jail Code, and 
the Licutenant-Governor trusts that they will be most strictly and promptly 
acted up to in the future. 

‘The total number of deaths among conyicts in jails and subsidi jails 
(including nine moribund prisoners released under Rule 488 of the Jail Code) 
was 418, against 754 in 1894 and 541 in 1893. Of the convicts who died in 
jail, 110, or 274-31 per mille, were admitted in good health, 122, or 806°74 
mille, in indifferent health, and 168, or 418-95 per mille, in’ bad’ health. It is 
curious to note that the ratio of prisoners received in bad health was higher 
during 1895 than in 1894, Tho death-rate -per mille of average strength was 
26:9 among convicts and 33:4 among under-trial prisoners. 

Medical Committees were appointed by this Government during the year 
to enquire into the sanits condition of the Balasore, Chaibassa, Motihari, 
Burdwan, and Dumka jails, in all of which the mortality was found to have 
been excessive in the previous year. Tho reports of the several Committees 
have been received, and all the recommendations made have been approved 
by the Lieutenant-Governor, and soine have already beon carried into effect. 
The Lieutenant-Goyernor hopes that the measures adopted, which are the 
result of mature consideration and the most careful local enquiry, will be 
attended with beneficial results. 

‘The system of transferring sickly prisoners for the benefit. of their health 
to selected jails has been continue: darag the past year with marked success. 
In reference to the orang: of the system at Hazaribagh, where the lar, 
numbers of weakly or elderly prisoners are sent, Dr. Comins records the fol-

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The position occupied by the Dinajpur Jail is due to the outbreak of 
cholera already referred to, Of the 15 deaths which occurred in the Chai- 
baséa Jail, 9 were from dysentery, 2 from tuberculosis, 1 from remittent . 
fever, 1 from cirrhosis of the liver, { from pneumonia, and 1 from fracture 
of the skull. In the last case the prisoner was dying, and in eight others the 
men were in bad health, on admission. This is one of the jails for which a 
Committee was specislly appointed, and every means has been considered and 
adopted for the improvement of ‘the hoalthi of tho prisoners, At Chapra the 
M Officer attributes the ill-health among the prisoners to the increasing 
malariousness of the district. Nineteen deaths occurred from dysentery, two 
from abscesses of the liver, and two from apoplexy. The Report shows 
that no effort has been spared to render the jail healehier, and that Rs. 3,016 
have been allotted for the improvement of the drainage. At Bogra four deaths 
occurred from dysentery, one from remittent fever, one from cholera, and two 
from phthisis.

‘he camp was very shady and cool, tho prisoners wore made very comfortable, and 
there were no complaints. Various forms of labour were carried on—those of necessity, 
such as drawing water, cleaving wood, cooking scavenging ; besides lighter employments, 
such as making money bags aud saley string, and twisting thread.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE, METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF MAY’ 1896. 


Ir will be remembered that up to the middle of April marked.feature of the weather 

had been continuous absence of rainfall and unusually high temperature. A change then set 

in, local storms with moderate.rainfall occurred in fairly rapid succession till the end of April, 
andithe intense heat of the early part of the month did not recur. 

During May conditions have been similar to that of the latter half of April. “Though 
temperature, at has been more than 5° above the normal, it was only in the western 
districts, and the inteifie heat lasted for a short time only. In the eastern part of the 
provinee, on the other hand, ‘comparatively cool weathe® has prevailed with but little, 
interruption, owing to the frequent though never very heavy showers, * 

‘Whilo the slight disturbance in the weather conditions, to which thunderstorms and local 

,  Tainfall have been due, have reourred at short intervals, no serious disturbance? has occurred 
in the Bay. Of recent years there has been a small but severe storm in the Andaman seas 
in the ond of April or beginning of May, and occasionally & cyclonié'storm in the north 
of the Bay towards the ond of May. ‘The only appearance of a depression during eet 
month was a very shallow one in the extreme south-east of the Bay. It ocurred about the 
middle of the month, but was not attended by stormy weather. It caused very hoavy 
rainfall, however, in the south of Burma, especially at’ Tavoy, and drifting northwards, 
it @ few days afterwards crosted the north of the Bay’and Lower Bengal, causing general 
moderate rain over the whole province. 

But for the thunderstorms, therefore, which wero due to the rathér quick pressure 
oscillations, and consequent variations in the air motion, May has ben unusually settled, both 
over the province and the Bay. 

‘There being little to describe in detail except these thunderstorms and their effect on 
the weather, I will take them separately in the four series in which. they occurred. On the 
Ast, of the ‘month pressure was low over Bengal, and normal or slightly above over the 
Bay. Gradients were steeper than usual, especially in Kast and North Bengal 
and winds were strong in the west of the Bay, especially in the north-west angle. As 
showers were fairly genoral in the eastern districts, temperature was low there, most so 
near the Himalayas, but there was excess in the western half of the province, greatest at 

iganj and Berhampore, Pressure changes were very slight everywhere. On the 2ud 

_ # rapid gise began in North Bengal and spread southwards, causing a displacement of the 
Sree of Mowext pressure to the south. ‘This change was followed :by easterly winds and 
showers an far west, ag, fhe contre of the province. ‘The rise being of short duration, and 

being succeeded by « britelall on the 3rd, tho distribution of the ‘Let. was restored, 
woather again became more settled, especially in North Bengal and Assam, whore .teme 
perature from being several degrees below the normal rose rapidly to normal. On tho 4th 
‘and, 5th there was again a rise of pressure in the north of the province as compared with the 
south, rainfall became general in ail districts except Orissa, Chota Nagpur, aud Bihar, and 
thero was a large‘reduction of temperature over the whole province. lean temperature on 
the 5th was 2° above the normal in Orissa and Chota Nagpur, and below elsewhere by 
amounts increasing towards the north-oast, whero defect was as much as 8°. ‘These consider- 
able pressure oscillations in the northern districts became smaller on the 6th and 7th, and 
weather became more settled with the usval quick regovery of ature. 

On the 7th, aftor the first series of thunderstorms bad passed the pressure distribution 
was more uniform then usual, the barometer being comparatively low in Madras aud the 
south-west of the Bay and high over Bengal. Winds yore light or moderate, aud tem- 
perature was above the normal almost everywhere, the greatest excess being 5° in Orissa. 

‘This settled weather lasted for two days only, as the second series of thunderstorms 
boyan on the 8th. ‘The pressure changes during’ the three days, 8th to 10th, wero quite 
different from those which obtained in the? fixst week. Instead of fairly rapid oscillatory 

anges, a shallow depression, passed ——— ‘across the province. ‘The fal] of pressure 

an on the 8th in the northern districts, and was accompanied by heavy rain as far west 
as Bhagaipur. ‘There were also moderate showersiin South-West Bengal and Orissa. On 
the 9th the change was greatest in East Bengal, and on the 10th the depression was passing 
away over the western districts, *

16th, during which settled weether prevailed with high temperature m all districts, Ou the 
16th excess in temperature was ‘1° in North Bengal, 3° in Lowor Bengal and the east of 
Bibar, and from 5° to 8°in part of South-West Bougal, the whole of Cnota Negonr and tho 
west ft Bihar, z 

it was about this time that the shallow depression formed in the south-east of the Bay. 
On the 16th pressure was rather low both over the province and the Bay, ‘but the deprévsion 
was not well marked. Gradients were steep in the south of the Buy, and the light winds at 
the Burma stations were cyclonic. Ou the 17th there was only a slow fall of pressure, and 
fhe wind velooity wos moderate, Heavy rain fell on the Burma coast, Diamond Island, and 
Pavoy, reooiving each threo inches. On the 18th the depression had passed inland, aad the 
heavy rain coutinued at Tavoy only. ' 

After the 18th the depressiowidisappeared in Burma, But on the 20th a shallow diffused 

Pressure area was shown over the north of the Bay. It caused light cyolotiic, that is ca 
or north-east, winds in Bengal and almost general light rainfall. It may have been the same 
depression as papel into Burma two days before, but it was rendered! more noticeable by a brisie 
rise of pressure, over the greater part of the pro ifted northwards 
on the 22nd, apd om the 23rd it had di very little rain 
fell at any. of the Bengal stations, *but as i l after the passage of a depression, the 
gradient remained steep for some days, and strong southerly winds developed over tho Bay. 
‘The rainfall during the rempining part of tho monti was chiefly confined to Hast and North 
Bengal; at times the rainfall area extended westwards as on 25th and 28th. ‘The fall of 
temperature was uot so decided as in the early part of the mouth, and throughout the lait 
week a similar arrangement obtained—a moderate defect in the eastern districts, a moderate * 
excess in the centreyjand a rather large excess in Chota Nagpur. 

Prossura.—No very large changes occurred during May, nor did the distribution remain 
stoady for any length of time, The oscillations of moderate maguitude caused unsettled 
weather and frequent thunderstorms at times over the whole province and south to the 
Cirears.. The month began with a moderate defect, which disappeared before the 2ud, 
when thoge was. rapid rise in the northern districts. ‘Then till the Gth there Was somes 
times a small defect, sometimes excess, aftor which there was excess till the Lith. Defect 
became general on that date and continued for a week, never very large in amount. From 
the 2lst to near the end of the month readings were usually below the normal by small 
amounts, and from the 28th there was generally a moderate excess. Thusin the early part 
of the month a moderate exeess prevailed, and in the latter half a moderate defect. ‘The 
mean values forthe month are therefore yery nearly normal, the differénce varyiny begareen 
+02 inch in North Bengal and —"02 inch in the west of Bihar, 

Temperature —Both day aud night readings have generally beew{loy in the eavt, about . 
normal in the central and southern districts, and several degrees above the normal in the 
extzeme west,» ‘The mean difference from the normal in maximum temperature varied from 
excess of 5° in Chott Nagpur 'to defect of 2° in North Bengal, avd in miximum from exorss 
of 4° in part of South Bihar to defect of 1° in Hast Bengal, Mead temperature shows 
similar variations, . 

At times when no rain fell fora day or two, temperature roso above the normal in the 
eastern districts, and when thunderstorms spread westwards, comparatively cool weather 
‘was experienced in the west; but usually an arrangement similar to what has been Wescribed 
above for maximum, minimum and mean temperaturos obtained from day to day. 

‘The average excess for Chota Nagpurés 3'8°, for Orissa, Bihar, and Assam a little over 
1°, and for South-West Bengal about half a degrée. In Hust Bengal there is a very slight 
defect, and in North Bengal defect of 1°, 

Rainfal—Showers have been of daily occurrence in North and Esst Bengal, and at 
times the rainfall has spread westwards, but not often beyond the central districts. ‘The 
average fall_in North Bengal is 1816, Bast Bengal 11°68, South-West Bengal 5:53, 
Orissa 8:46, Bihar 2:7, and'Chota Nagpur 184 inches. In South-Wost Bengal and Bihar 
the rainfall has been practically normal, in North Beilgal there is excess of 3:9 inches, Hust 
Bengal-of 1°52 inches, while in Orissa and Chota Nagpur there is defect of 1 inch to 15
